A Title  III  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$675,000  has  been  awarded  to  Avila  Col- 
lege by  the  Department  of  Education. 

Title  III  grants  are  awarded  to  help 
institutions  develop  full  potential  and 
assist  institutions  that  serve  economi- 
cally disadvantaged  and  minority  stu- 
dents, said  Pat  Martin,  Coordinator  of 
the  grant. 

The  activities  funded  include: 

Student  Services — to  provide  a 
program  of  college  skills,  career/place- 
ment counseling  and  assistance  to  spe- 
cial constituencies  (women,  minorities, 
foreign  students). 

Faculty  Development — to  assist 
faculty  in  becoming  more  proficient 
both  in  academic  content  area  and  in 
techniques  of  teaching  a diverse 
student  body. 

Curriculum  Development — to 

improve  curriculum  in  three  specific 
areas:  Business,  Social  Sciences,  and 
Physical  Sciences;  to  provide  a pro- 


gram of  coordinated  usage  of  instruc- 
tional materials  available  on  campus; 
and  to  acquire  computer  hardware 
and  software  for  academic  usage. 


Fiscal  Management — through 
the  acquisition  of  computer  hardware 
and  software  the  college  to  improve 
its  business  systems.

The  Department  of  Nursing  has 
received  a grant  from  the  Helene  Fuld 
Health  Trust  to  provide  audio-visual 


equipment,  films,  filmstrips,  study 
centers,  and  library  books  for  the 
benfit  of  Avila’s  nursing  students. 


In  addition  of  receiving  the  grant 
the  department  has  become  a mem- 
ber in  the  Helene  Fuld  Television  Net- 
work, encompassing  125  schools.

Helene  Fuld  was  a health  crusader 
and  educator  in  New  York  City  in  the 
1880’s.  Her  son,  Dr.  Leonhard  Fuld 
established  the  Trust  to  perpetuate 
her  memory.
